Brandtner Speaks 
To Architects 

Relationship Between 
Artist And Public 
Stressed in Speech 

Strcfsing the relationship be- 
tween the artist and his public, Mr. 
Fritz Brandtner, who came to Can- 
ada 10 years ago from the free city 
of Danzig, yesterday told the Arch 
itectural Society that "truly great 
art should not depend on verbal 
interpretation." 

Mr, Brandtner maintained that 
fine art should transcend all na- 
tional barriers. It should be under- 
standable to anybody regardless of 
their nationality or language, and 
should not depend on verbal inter 
pretation. 

Fritz Brandtner came to Canada 
nineteen years ago. He painted the 
murals for C.N.R.'s Central Station 
and h,T.s "painted Canada" from 
coast to coast. According to a bio- 
graphical note, his main Interest has 
been mural work, but he is an ex- 
perimenter In many media. The 
artist, in his own words, considers 
his painting to be "an impression of 
a cross-section of the world as seen 
by one man."

The "so-called" N.F.C.U.S. con- 
ference to be held at London, On- 
tario, over the Christmas holidays, 
should set up a continuation com- 
mittee, said a proposal of the Stud- 
ent Labor Club at a meeting yes- 
terday afternoon. This proposal was 
passed because the conference is 
not believed to be an official N.F.- 
C.U.S. conference, and therefore the 
gathering of delegates from some 
ten Canadian universities at the 
conference should, through a con- 
tinuation committee, allow further 
discussion of an official revival of 
N.F.C.U.S. 

Proposed functions and purpose 
of the National Federation of Cana- 
dian University Students were out- 
lined by a member of the. Student 
Labor Club executive. Among these 
were: post-war reconstruction, re- 
habilitation of veterans into the 
university, extension of research in 
the university, direction of employ- 
ment for students, physical training 
and international student coopéra* 
tion. 

Post-war reconstruction, accord- 
ing to the outline, would include: 
an increase in the number of schol- 
arships in order to further exten- 
sion of university education regard- 
less of ability to pay. It would also 
deal with the social position of the 
professional the extension o( facil- 
ities in and the improvement of the 
curriculum and ediicatlonal meth- 
ods.

As with love, there are three 
characteristics of the Christian ex 
perience. First, one knows and re- 
alizes fully that something has hap.

"Attending Ccnadian U;il- 
versitics this year arc students from 
Newfoundland, Bermuda, British 
West Indies, British Guiana, India, 
Bahamas, Sierra Leone aid British 
Honduras; most ot theso men and 
women would normally have re- 
ceived their education In the Unit- 
ed Kingdom but due to difficulties 
of wartime travel and the fact that 
universities in the U.K. were either 
closed or evacuated to smaller 
quarters with reduced teaching 
staffs these students were forced 
to obtain their University education 
in this continent. By far the larg- 
est number of these students at- 
tending any single university are 
those at McGill and on this account, 
it has been suggested that the Ap- 
pointee be resident in Montreal."

Theory, Practice of Hypnotism 
Demonstrated by Dr. Raginsky

A large audience assembled 
at Douglas Hall last night heard 
a fascinating and educational 
lecture by Dr. B. Raginsky on 
"Hypnotism in Theory and 
Practice". . 

Mentioning that he had heard 
of experiments in hypnotism 
being carried on by undergrad- 
uates of the University, Dr. Ra- 
ginsky expressed as one of his 
principal aims in his talk the 
demonstration of the extent to 
which such practices may be 
safely carried out. Comparing 
hypnotism to a sharp scalpel, 
he contrasted its use by a skill- 
ful practitioner to its use by the 
experimenting novice. 

In answer to questions from 
the audience. Dr. Raginsky 
spoke on some of the topics 
which frequently, trouble the 
layman, namely: who can be 
hypnotized? Who can hypno- 
tize? What chance is there of 
the subject not regaining con- 
sciousness?

and willing individual can bo 
hypnotized, that anyone who 
has been shown how, can hyp- 
notize, and that there is no dan- 
ger of the subject 'not waking 
up." The subject always retains 
enough of his own motivation 
to wake himself if anything 
goes wrong. . 

Commencing the practical 
part of the lecture. Dr. Ragin- 
sky showed some of the more 
common methods of testing the 
susceptibility of a prospective 
subject, together with demon- 
strations on how a person may 
be made to respond to sugges- 
tion without actually being "put 
to sleep." 

The superiority of hypnotism 
over psychoanalysis in certain 
cases was shown when, to the 
amusement of the audience, 
events in the lives of the vol- 
unteer subjects were traced 
back even to the fourth years 
of their lives. A lucky student 
was persuaded that in' futture 
she would be able to concen-

TORONTO VARBITV 

Principal R. C. Wallace, of Queen's Univer- 
sity, sounded the death knell of ihe Queen's 
Drama Guild Radio Workshop wlien he decreed 
that the University did not permit dramatics 
on the Sabbath and cancelled the programme 
scheduled for a week ago Sunday. In a vain 
hope that other arrangements with the broad- 
casting station could be made, the Guild per- 
severed and produced the programme on the 
«•fturday. but m tt i» impossible to xceetr* this 
time permanently, it ia feared that the activities 
of this enterprising group will have to be sus- 
pended indefinitely. 

In view of the fact that many university 
students will be entering the radio broadcasting 
field upon graduation, it is tragic that they 
should be deprived of this superlative oppor- 
tunity for practical experience in the business 
by a narrow and outdated Blue Law. Why 
should the University, any more than any civic 
group, object to Sunday broadcasts? The uni- 
versities arc supposedly the home of progressive 
views and broad ideas. They arc supposedly the 
moulding easts of the citizens of the future. 

As a second, and even weaker reason for 
his ruling, Principal Wallace states that the 
■ time for which the broadcasts were scheduled 
(11.30 p.m.) was too late for the many freshies 
involved in the air show. He himself, however, 
states that the question of special late leaves 
for these girls did not alone decide the issue, 
and that depending on the merit of the Individ, 
ual girl, special leave might be granted. It would 
seem that this second objection was merely 
added in an attempt to justify a canyon-minded 
view. 

It is not our position to judge or condemn 
the decision of the Principal of Queen's; how- 
ever, we think that the head of a large and 
highly respected university should show more 
sympathy to such an admirable and ambitious 
project on the part of the undergraduates and 
not do his utmost to stamp out any and all 
initiative on their part. 

Living in a city where rigorous Blue Laws 
tre in effect, we fecP that these enactments are 
outmoded andoindeed singular in the world of 
today.

I hope that 
the reader will not despair completely when In- 
formed that the next few essays will be even 
more purely dcstrucUve. I too should derive greater 
satisfaction from the discussion of constructive topics; 
but there are certain tlmejs when a clearing of 
accumulated mental fogs, soft ^ and comfortable 
though they may be, is required beforo further pro- 
gress can bo made. Even Nietzsche has his place 
in the development of modern thought. 

In my last article I brouRht up the question of 
the relativity of abstract truth, stemming as it docs 
from self-obscured material fact. The scientific 
validity of this principle that all canons of taste and 
Judgment depend on material or sexual needs— has 
been thoroughly substantiated by Veblen, among 
others. When one considers map as an organism 
continually adapting itself to an environment in 
order to continue existence, it becomes obvious that 
tastes, too— i.e. race habits— must follow selective 
adaptation. 

Thus in one cense all serious philosophical or cul- 
tural discussion is mere casuistry— concepts are quite 
meaningless, for they stem directly from combina' 
lions and sublimations of the grossly material. And 
if we want to be really consistent, ideas are never 
to be considered as causes in themselves— they are 
merely the intermediate stage between material 
causation and its effect: while emotions are the 
meaningless by-product of a conditioned reflex. 

In a way modern materialism shows a striking 
similarity to Spinoza's monistic pantheism (as what 
philosophy does not!) Spinoza, too, insists on the 
Infinite number of attributes of substance, on tnc 
material multiplicity of the universe, Just as the 
materialists do. And again as they, he is not wor- 
ried by this multiplicity— it must be accepted as it 
if. But In one vital respect Spinoza does differ from 
the materialists. He Is a philosopher, while they 
claim to be dispassionate scientific observers. H» 
is seeking to find an ethic— an absolute meaning in 
life and scheme for living. One must derive posi- 
tive meaning and emotional satisfaction from the 
generalized love and complete understanding of thi- 
multiple universe as it is. Materialist principle, on 
the other hand, stops short at the preliminary ob- 
servations, thereby avoiding the Imputation of any 
philosophical conclusions- I.e. conclusions which are 
at best only relatively true. In practice, of course, 
materialism la diluted with many pragmatic and 
idealist elements, as will be shown in a later article. 
However, it is our purpose to follow up the prin- 
ciple in its purest form. 

In this pure form, scientific materialism, has 
serious philosophical and ethical repercussions. One 
categorical monistic principle it docs maintain, 
.though scientifically — the material causation of 
everything and consequently the absolute relativity 
of truth. In Spinoza's case that does not matter, for 
he has a philosophical scheme for assimilating rela- 
tivity into a unified and positive concept of life. 
In the case of materialism, without that scheme, it 
becomes a corrosive principle which strikes at the 
root of our whole Intellectual standpoint. 

A fact which plays a vital part in everyday life 
is our emotional attachment to ideas, concepts, prin- 
ciples, values. Now we know for a fact that all 
these are indiffcronliy right or wrong. The element 
of fervor disappears from the whole thinking pro- 
cess. To take a vulgar example quoted in our last 
article, no up-to-date student will see the necessity 
of engaging in fist-fights over Tennyson's absolute 
value, because there is no such thing. The point 
Is thus not so much that ideas themselves are shown 
to be intrinsically neither true nor false, as that we 
completly lose any ground for emotional attachment 
to them.

In 1006 the Montreal Wanderers 
faced Ottawa's brilliant Silver 
Seven in the Stanley Cup finaL 
President of the Wanderers was 
Jimmy Strachan, a fashion plate 
from spats up to and including his 
derby hat. Star of the Wanderers 
was Lester Patrick, a young man 
who certainly mutt have felt con- 
spicuous because he was the only 
member of the squad who did not 
own a bowler. 

De Luxe Derby 

Just before tlw-flama total-goid 



series began Strachan treated him- 
self to a $20 super de luxe derby. 
The then youthful Patrick gazed 
on it with envious eyes and the 
enthusiastic president of the Wan- 
derers promised him "If we win the 
Stanley Cup. Lester, 111 give you 
the hat.'.'
